He took her to Kankee, Illinois, the 
hot weather here hurting her very 
much. One of her forelegs is very 
much swollen and experiencéd turf 
men say she will never be able to run 
again. Doble don’t think so, and de- 
sires to run her against any horse or 
mare at any distance for any sum. 
John W. Conley, who managed the 
race and leased the track, has been 
arrested on a writ sworn out by the 
counsellors of one Thompson, of Penn- 
sylvania, who holds judgments against 
him for $1250, on an old debt growing 
out of the latter’s failure on Wall 
street.

THE GREAT RACE. 


Tenbroeck’s champions will say that 
he won, anyway, and that settles it. 
The truth is, however, that the rain- 
storm of July 3d, and the burning 
sun of July 4th saved him from a 
most disastrous defeat. This theory 
is berne out by every circumstance of 
the day’s racing. J. Cairn Simpson, 
in the Spirit of the Times, cites the 
following facts: ‘In the mile and a 
quarter race weré two very fast horses, 
the winner, Dan K, having run when 
a three year old, carrying ninety-eight 
pounds, a mile in 1:4244. The beaten 
horse, Harkaway, at St. Louis, gained 
the fastest record for heats of a mile 
with full weight up, 1:43-1:42, and 
the fastest second heat of two miles, 
3:3514. The 14% and 2:18 was 
equivalent to 1:51 to the mile. If a 
fast horse like Harkaway was beaten 
in such time, what must the effect be 
on alight mare like Mollie, running 
1:44 seconds further? That it was 
nearly as tatal to Tenbroeck is appar- 
ent. Notwithstanding he ran the last 
mile so stow as 2:26%, he “ cramped 
badly,” and it is palpable that he 
would have been utterly unable to run 
another heat.” When it is shown that 
Mollie was sound in limb, bone and 
muscle, it can never be doubted that 
her defeat was attribut«ble to the heat 
or doping. It was no fault of her 
magnificent form or condition. There 
is no reason to doubt the honor of 
Henry Welsh, George Howson, or 
their employer, Theodore Winters. 
There is neither sense or reason in 
thinking that the heroine of nineteen 
victories, without a single reverse, could 
be defeated in 8:1934. The brave 
little mare gained more friends in her 
defeat at Louisville than by the nine- 
teen victories which have been cred- 
ited upon the records of Western so- 
cieties. She proved that the ability 
was in her to score the twentieth and 
greatest victory of all, against the 
world’s champion. She took the 
track from the first, and set a pace for 
Tenbroeck that he could not equal 
without hard driving upon the part of 
his rider, So clearly, in fact, did she 
show her superiority that ten to one 
was offered upon her. Untoward cir- 
cumstances, however, prevented the 
victory which fairly belonged to her, 
‘and the brave little mare reeled ia 
“past the distance flag and reached the 
jadges’ stand with ,reat difficulty. Mr. 
Theodore Winters offered to renew the 
match, but Mr. Harper declines. 

Not aman on this coast but will 
feel the disappointment keenly, and 
admire the pluck of their old-time 
favorite. This race was a contest of 
two great sections, and two great 
strains of racing blood. Should it be 
renewed, the Pacific may safely trust 
its honors to Theodore Winters and 
the game little mare who proved her- 
self fit company for the world’s cham- 
pion. |

Reno changed the date of 
her race meeting to accommodate the 
hub, and Carson, through her horse 
men, tried to make the races attrac- 
tive and interesting. They succeeded. 
The procession was creditable, and 
every feature of the day was promi- 
nent andcomplete. Reno can do just 
as well whenever her citizens under- 
take it. We hope that another year 
will find them united upon a project 
for celebrating at home. —

To tHE Pusuiic: The followiog 
bulletin is issued, in order that each 
tax-payer of the county may under- 
stand the true condition of affairs, 
connected with the management, or, 
rather, mismanagement of the county's 
finances: 

It will be remembered that since 
the last grand jury reported the 1iog 
has been industriously striving to 
prove that the grand jury had been 
actuated by malice, and that the re- 
ported overcharges were lies con- 
cocted by some of the members for 
the purpose of injuring the officers; 
and further, that in no case had any 
officer been guilty of charging illegal 
fees. Whilst most of the taxpayers 
of the county have had faith in the 
honesty of the late grand jury, and 
believed its report, the denial of the 
interested one to the contrary notwith- 
standing. I expect to prove each as- 
sertion of the grand jury report, by 
evidence such as they cannot gainsay, 
and for that purpose will here insert a 
report of the action of the Board of 
County Commissioners of Humboldt 
county at their session on the 5th inst. 
while considering the claim of Washoe 
county against that county for ex- 
penses in the last trial of J. W. Ro- 
ver. This report was taken from 
the Silver State, published at Winne- 
mucca, July Sth: 

“The last bills: which Washoe 
had against Humboldt in the Rover 
case were disposed of by the Board of 
County Commissioners Wednesday af- 
ternoon, District Attorney Cain repre- 
sented Washoe, and District Attorney 
Harding Humboldt. The bills pre- 
sented by Washoe amounted to $1900, 
some $700 of which were shown to 
have been illegal demands by Mr. 
Harding. Mr. CAIN URGED THAT THE 
WHOLE AMOUNT HAD BEEN ALLOWED. BY 
THE COMMISSIONERS OF WASHOE, BUT, 
AS THE CLAIMS WERE UNLAWFUL, AT 
THE LAST MOMENT HE GENEROUSLY PRO- 
POSED TO REDUCE THE suM $700. This 
proposition was accepted by the author- 
ities here, and a warrant ordered to be 
drawn in favor of Washoe county for 
$1200. These bills did not include 
the expenses incurred at the first trial 
of Rover at Reno, some ef which were 
rejected hy the Commissioners of this 
county, and for the recovery of which 
Washoe instituted a suit which is now 
pending in the Supreme Court.” 

In the above it will be noted that 
our astute District Attorney in his 
“argument” stated that Washve coun- 
ty had allowed the whole amount, not- 
withstanding the fact that they were 
It will be remembered that 
the ring members have always denied 
that illegal fees had been allowed. 
O, wasn't that a nice little speculation 
on the part ef the officers of our, 
county? Paid out $1900 and got back 
$1200! But possibly the $700 were 
saved, although the county lost it. 

The following dispatch will also ex- 
plain itself when it is remembered that 
at the tax payers’ meetings at the 
court-house a few weeks ago, the offi- 
cers were Clamorous for a legal decis- 
ion on the questions at issue. But it 
must be remembered also that as soon 
as the meetings closed and outraged 
tax-payers went home that the desire 
for a legal investigation abated, and 
judging the action of certain ones at 
Carson last Saturday, it is obvious that 
the ring would rather anything else 
should happen rather than have their 
records passed upon by the Supreme 
Court.

Of course the person 
who fired the charge had no malicious 
motive in so doing, but for the future 
he should make his giant powder cel- 
ebrations at a safer distance from the 
town, for it is almost a miracle that 
some one was not seriously hurt or 
killed by the foolhardy experiment of

PYRAMID DISTRICT. 


Different Claims—Comments. 

Saturday and Sunday we Visited the 
Pyramid mining district and took a 
run through several of the mines. The 
first’ mine, the Monarch, is making 
fair progress in running a tunnel, but 
to all appearances, this tunnel, if con- 
tinued in its present direction, will 
come to daylight in a ravine between 
the id and the Monarch. The 
head of the tunnel is in hard, barren 
rock. Dr. Bishop. who has the con- 
tract, expects to encounter a ledge in a 
few days. 

Tom Hale’s claim, the May Belle, is 
above the Monarch, on the same ridge. } 
Tom has done a sma'l amount of work 
in several places on his claim, and 
from ail indications, croppings, etc., 
will in all probability open up a good 
mine. 

Ascending the hill, we fiext come 
to the old Juniper, to be incorporated 
as the Sherman. Here again we found 
but little work had been done. At one 
place the croppings show ore very 
similar to that found in the Jones & 
Kinkead. This claim is evidently lo- 
cated on acontinuation of the same 
ledge as the Jones & Kinkead mine. 
Before this claim can be worked to 
any considerable extent certain par- 
ties who claim a part of this mine will 
institute legal proceedings to-abtain 
what they claim, or else,éstrain by 
injunction its development. 

The succeeding claim is the Hansun. 
A twenty-foot shaft has been sunk on 
this claim, but the rock did not war- 
rant further labor. 

- Wenow come to the Jones & Kin- 
kead. A full description of this mine 
has already been given in these col- 
umns, therefore we shall only make a 
a few statements of the very latest de- 
velopments. We went into the 300 
and 330 levels, into the stope, cross- 
cuts, drifts, etc., made numerous inqui 
ries inside and out, and bluntly give 


opinion- We may of course be “fn 
error in some particulars, but if so, we 
will correct all errors on the receipt 
of different information. 
remembered that a winze was sunk 28 
feet from the 300 level. In this winze, 
sunk in the ledge, the character of the 
ore improved, it was car- 
ried down. It was discontined because 
the air was very light and otherwise 
did notsfavor the carrying on of the 
work. A west drift has been com- 
menced from the north cross-cut of 
the 330 level. Two shifts of two men 
each are now at work on this drift and 
have about forty feet to run until they 
are immediately under the winze. The 
ore in this drift is now the richest in 
the mine and assays near $300 to the 
ton. About three and one-half tons 
of ore are daily taken from this drift. 
On the 300 level we found five men at 
work; four of these are stoping in. ex- 
cellent ore; a fifth is wheeling ore to 
the shaft. About six and a half tons 
of ore are daily sent to the dump. No 
work is being done in any other part 
of the mine. The width of the ledge 
on the 330 level is not known. On 
the 300 level it is about seventy-eight 
feet, of which thirfty-five feet is low 
grade ore, assaying $5 to $10 to the 
ton, as far as known. The hoisting 
of ore is done by a whim, and the shaft 
is not straight. Should the company 
continue to use this shaft it should be 
made vertical and a donkey engine be 
used to hoist the ore. The whim is 
more serviceable for firewood, since the 
Jones & Kinkead hasWeveloped into a 
mine, than as a hoisting apparatus. 
We are informed that it is the inten- 
tion of the company to run a tunnel. 
We should think this an excellent idea. 
And now, since this mine has, by its 
development, proved that it is a mine, 
it is time that its owners more rapid- 
ly and systematically carried forward 
its development. But to do so requires 
the outlay of several thousand dollars 
before any immediate returns of any 
consequence come in. We would give 
itas our judgment—in this we hope 
we are not egotistical—that a ten cent 
assessment be levied after the present 
one is off. If anyone don’t want his 
stock he can easily find buyers. Of 
course much of the future develop- 
ment of this mine will be determined 
by the practical test now being made 
in the milling of its ore at the
